Lindbergh Suspect 
Is Held in Seville 


SEVILLE, Spain, Oct. 26.—(>)— 
Acting on information from the Amer- 
ican consulate, police today detained 
a man who gave his name as Jean 
Saul for questioning in connection 
with the kidnaping of the Lindbergh 
baby. 

They said he had admitted that-he 
knew something about the kidnaping 
and the distribution of the $50,000 
ransom paid for the childs return, 
but that he had refused to answer 
further questions until he could face 
the American police. The name Saul, 
police said, probably is an alias, -nor 
were they certain of the man’s na- 
tionality. 

He was apprehended after the 
American vice consul had received an 
anonymous note from two American 
sailors who said they had talked with 
Saul in a cafe here and that. “he 
seemed to know entirely too much 
about the Lindbergh kidnaping.”

Two investigators, Harry Cline and 
Charles Hayworth, of the district at- 
torney’s office, said Mrs. Ruchanan 
had received letters demanding $12.-

These included the 
insertion of a notice in a newspaper 
to advise the kidnapers that demands

Boykin, Away, Asked for

As Walter C. Taylor, former city 
clerk and for many years one of At- 
lanta’s most powerfu politicians, huv- 
ered at death's door Wednesday night, 
his attorneys aouched a vigorous ef- 
fort to obtain a pardon for him in or- 
der that he might not die a convfet. 

Taylor. who is at St. Joseph's in 


years in the chain gang for bribery. 

He suffered a stroke of paralysis 
Tuesday at the River camp and was 
brought to the infirmary. He has 
been unconscious since that time. Dr 
W. L. Gilbert, his physician, said 
Wednesday night that there is no hope 
of recovery. 

Lowry Arnold, of the firm of Ar- 
nold, Arnold & Gambrell, which de- 
fended Taylor, said Wednesday after- 
noon that he had telegraphed Solici- 
tor General John A. Boy in, who. is 
at Sea Island on a fishing trip,..ask- 
ing that he recommend at immediate 
pardon. The pardon application has 
been signed by Mrs. Taylor and will 
be presented if Boykin gives his ap- 
proval. Mr. Arnold said he also was 
seeking a recommendation from Judge 
Edgar E. Pomeroy. who sentenced 
Taylor. but learned that the judge 
also was out of the city. Mr. Boy- 
kin was at a fishing camp in the m- 
terior and could not be reached Wed- 
nesday night. His assistant, Ed A. 
Stephens, said he could not act in the 
case,

SIDENT. WARNS 
OF ARMS DANGER 


Hoover Says U. S: Must 
Build Huge Navy: If 
Parley Fails. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(UP)— 
President. Hoover warned tonight that 
failure of workd disarmament efforts 
abroad woukl compel the United States 
to build a navy “equal to that of the 
most powetful in the world.” 

The president in a Navy Day state- 
ment said these efforts were making 
progress, but added their collapse 
would force this nation to increase its 
navy hecause ‘of disturbed world con- 
ditions and the necessity of. protect- 
ing American ecommerce. 

National defense, Mr. Hoover said, 
is the first and most solemn obliga- 
tion placed upon the federal gcovern- 
ment by the constitution. 

“Our people have ever béen lovers 
ef peace and..they have consistently 
pursued a policy. desigued to preserve 
national rights by peaceful negotia- 
tions wherever possible rather thao 
by resort to arms,” the statement said. 

The president added the administra- 
tion had spared no efforts to bring 
gbout a reduction of world armaments. 
and said: 

“Our patience in these negotiations 
has never for a moment jeopardized 
the safety of the United States.” 

In concluding Mr. Hoover caution- 
ed that vast expenditures would be 
involved in bvilding the American 
navy to full strength authorized by the 
London naval treaty. 

The navy plans its usual “open 
house” for the public at all navy 
yards and. shore stations tomorrow, 
although this year's program has been 
curtailed by the necessity for econ- 
omy. 

Most of the fleet now is operating 
on the Pacific coast and those vessels 


that visited eastern ports on Navy Day 
in recent years will not participate in 
the 1982 exercises. 

United States vessels in foreign 
ports will observe the occasion with 
ceremonies aboard ship.

FAYETTEVILLE. Ga., Oct. 26.—

In describing the shooting Dr. 
Baker said that he ahd his father 
went to a negro tenant house about a 
quarter-mile from the senior Baker's 
summer home .at Woolsey, six miles 
from Fayetteville. They went, he said, 
after Joe Redding, a negro had com- 
plained that “some white folks were 
causing trouble.”

on the left side of his coat,” Dr. Baker 
testified.

In the advance copy of his speech,’ 
he listed as the reasons for his dis- 
appointment, the cabinet selected by 
President Hoover, the presidnt’s ju- 
dicial and diplomatic appointments, 
his attitude on the power issue, his 
treatment of the bonus army, his poli- 
cies relative to existing economic con- 
ditions.

It is not pleasant for any man to 
admit his political errors. Four 
years ago I believed that the inter- 
ests of the United States demanded 
the election of Herbert Hoover. Long 
before 1928 I felt that the organizer 
of Belgium relief, the war-time food 
administrator, the humanitarian, the 
man of wide imternatianal contacts 
“was almost ideally fitted to be presi- 
dent of the United States. His great 
record during the war days had not, 
I thought, been materially dimmed by 
the rather colorless and disappoint- 
ing role he played in the Harding 
and Coolidge é¢abinets. No one sup- 
ported him more. enthusiastically 
than I, 


The question of party allegiance 
had little to do with my support of 
President Hoover. He himself more 
than any other man in public life 
had been conspicuous for his dislike 
and contempt for American party 
lines. During the past 50 years we 
had had two parties only in name, 
There was not an issue—not even 
the tariff—which could furnish a 
line of party cleavage. Both parties 
in a national sense had been con- 
trolled by the same influences and by 
the same selfish interests. I had long 
hoped either that a new party might 
be established in the interests of the 
people as a whole, or that one of 
the old parties might definitely be 
converted to a liberal point of view. 
Mr. Hoover was known as an inde- 
pendent. His dislike for the average 
political boss was outspoken. He 
professed doctrines of great liberal- 
ity, Strange as it may seem now, 
there were millions of progressives 
who favored Mr. Hoover for nomina- 
tion and election in 1928 on the 
ground that he would liberalize the 
republican party. Where are these 
men today? So far as I know not 
one single progressive of national 
standing, is supporting Mr. Hoover's 
re-election. The only voices raised in 
his favor are those who hold office 
under him, those whose personal des- 
tinies are bound up with the success 
of the republican ticket—any repub- 
lican ticket—and beneficiaries of 
special privilege. What has happened 
to Mr. Hoover's liberal supporters of 
1928 ? 

Perhaps my own reactions may be 
considered typical. My first disap- 
pointment came with the announce- 
ment of Mr. Hoover's cabinet, a 
somewhat less distinguished cabinet 
than that of either of his two prede- 
cessors. It included not a single man 
who had affiliated with the progres- 
sive thought of the country, and with 
the exception of Mr. Stimson no man 
of distinguished ability or broad 
background. I could not help won- 
dering whether by some chance Mr. 
Hoover was afraid of surrounding 
himself with men of intellectual emi- 
nence. 


My second shock came with his

with the selection for the court of 
custom appeals of former Senator

DIPLOMATIC APPOINTMENTS 
ALSO DISAPPOINTING. 


Diplomatic appointments went the 
same way. The great international 
expert, in the most complex situation 
which the world has ever known se- 
lected to maintain our interests, not 
men trained in foreign affairs, but 
party hacks, lame ducks, prospective 
lame ducks and large contributors 
to campaign funds, 

For a year the congress of the 
United States was in continuous ses- 
sion trying to carry out the presi- 
dent’s pledge to place agriculture on 
a parity’ with other interests. Not 
a word came from the president ex- 
cept to block effective farm relief, 
and to sanction tariff schedules which 
still more effectively loaded the bal- 
ance against the farmer. 

In the last days of the 1930 sea- 
sion, the great humanitarian vetoed 
the Rankin bill which I have no 
hesitatic. in calling the most just 
and equitable measure for disabled 
veterans ever passed by congress, As 
a substitute he forced through both 
houses a law granting compensation 
to veterans for injuries unconnected 
with the service, Now that national 
economy has become fashionable, that 
substitute law has been subjected to 
considerable criticism. I have read 
a large proportion of the articles de- 
nouncing it. Not one that I have 
seen contains any reference to the 
fact that the law was devised by Mr. 
Hoover himself and by the officials 
of his veterans’ bureau. 

In 1931 the power issue came to 
the front. By the character of his 
appointments to the federal power 
commission, by his veto of the Muscle 
Shoals act, and by his unceasing sup- 
port of every agency of the power 
trust, Mr. Hoover showed his com- 
plete subservience to the anti-public 
interests which have dominated the 
power situation in this country. If 
anyone thinks otherwise let him con- 
sider the effectiveness of the meas- 
ures now being taken to bring Mr. 
Insull to justice. 


HAS STOOD BY MACHINE 
WHETHER RIGHT OR WRONG. 


And what of Mr. Hoover as a po- 
litical independent? What of Mr. 
Hoover as an exponent of decent 
politics? No president in our his- 
tory has been more amenable to the 
dictations of political bossea, He has 
stood by the machine right or wrong. 
Take the case of Mr. Lucas, the 
president's personal choice for execu- 
tive director of the republican nation- 
al committee. This man while draw- 
ing a salary from the republican 
party spent his timé and money in 
an effort to defeat Senator Norris, 
the republican candidate, duly nom- 
inated by the republican party of 
Nebraska to succeed himself. He 
made this effort through the use of 
fictitious names, the distribution of 
scandalous propaganda and methods 
which a committee of the United 
States senate pronounced criminal. 
Everyone in the United States who 
valued political honesty protested 
against the action of Mr. Lucaé. 
With Mr. Hoover’s consent and ap- 
proval Mr, Lucas still retains his 
position. 

Mr. Hoover’s hand-picked national 
convention went so far as practically 
to read out of the party such men 
as Senator Norris, who have voted 
In accordance with their own convic- 
tions rather than with those of the 
party bosses. 

This was not the view of George 
Washington. who in his farewell ad- 
dress proclaimed the dangers of 
partisan spirit. It was not the view 
of Abraham Lincoln, who announced 
he would stand by a man only so 
long as he was right. But it is the 
view of Herbert Hoover. 

You will notice that I have so far 
Said nothing about the depression. I 
have done so because I am convinced 
that even had there been no depres- 
sion. the record as I have stated it 
would make it impossible for any lib- 
eral to vote for Mr. Hoover's re- 
election. This it may be said is a 
purely negative attitude. We must 
first consider the alternative. 

Many liberals will, of course, be 
tempted to vote for that courageous 
and clear-headed champion of the 
lost causes, Mr. Norman Thomas. 
The temptation is a very real one. 
As I see it, however, there are only 
two reasons which induce men to 
vote for a third party ticket which 
has no chance to be elected. One of 
them is the hope that that party some 
day will be built up into a majority 
party. I do not think that any large 
proportion’ of the American people 
feel that way about the socialist 
party, however great as may be their 
admiration for its present standard 
hearer. The other reason for voting 
a third party ticket—which amounts 
to throwing away one’s vote—is as 
a protest against both of the majority 
candidates, It is equivalent to say 
there is no hope in either one, 


UPHOLDS, ROOSEVELT 
AND “FORGOTTEN MAN.” 


To my mind, there is no basis to |

Now just one word about the eco- 
nomic crisis which is a problem in 
the life of every human being in thi» 
country. It is, of course, entirely 
unfair to blame the depression on 
Mr. Hoover or on the republican 
party. In view of Mr. Hoover's 
prior attitude, however, it is inevi- 
table that we should hold him respon- 
sible for his failure to live up to 
the pledges which he had made be- 
fore he became president. During 
the last 10 years of prosperity, he 
was the leading advocate of the prin- 
ciple of building up a reserve to be 
used in expanding public works in 
times of business depression. In No-

Such a reserve could, of course. 
have been raised, either through a 
bond issue, or by keeping taxes on 
incomes and profits sufficiently high 
to accumulate a ee use in 
depression. Yet after the Wall 
Street crash in October, 1929, the 
president not only preached false 
optimism to the country, but actualiy 
insisted in reducing the income taxes 
on the higher brackets. The conse- 
quence is that at this time there is 
no way of providing any program of 
adequate public employment without 
a bond issue on- a scale which the 
president regards as impossible. 

From every public statement which 
he has made, and for the reconstruc- 
tion program for which he is at- 
tempting to take credit, it is quite 
elear that even at this late day the 
president has no idea of the real 
causes of the depression, his whole 
program centers in the Reconstru- 
tion Finance Corporation, and is con- 
cerned with the extension of credit 
to large financial institutions which 
in turn are expected to pass the 
credit on to industry and thereby 
create additional employment. It 
to 


in extending credit unless business can 
profitably expand, and that business 
cannot profitably expand until* it 
finds a purchaser for its goods, Un- 
til there is increased putchasing pow- 
er in the hands of the masses of ovr 
people, extension of credit will con- 
tinue to prove itself a futile policy. 
The so-called Hoover reconstruction 
program, while it may have increased 
speculation in Wall Street, has done 
nothing to relieve the fundamenta: 
depression of the country... The un- 
employment figures are growing. Tliey 
will continue to grow so long as we 
continue to treat symptoms instead 
of treating causes of the malady. 

Our real tragedy is that so large 
a proportion of our population has 
no purchasing power at all. When 
a group of these submerged citizens 
ventured to exercise their constitu- 
tional rights by going to Washington 
to seek redress, the president made 
no reply to their gréevances except 
the time-honored reply of force 
against these men who had served 
their country in time of war. The 
great humanitarian found ‘no argu- 
ment except the use of tanks anid 
tear gas, supplemented by the use 
of mendacious statements issued hy 
himself and by members of his cabi- 
net which were at once challenged 
by the evidence 6f eye-witnesses and 
by the records themselves. The 
heartlessness with which the bonus 
marchers were treated was equalled 
only by his colossal stupidity. 


BILLIONS FOR JOBLESS— 
WELL, WHY NOT? 


The issue as between Hoover and 
Roosevelt has been drawn most 
clearly in the president's recent 
speech at Detroit. He there quoted 
Mr. Roosevelt as saying he believed 
“in the inherent right of every citi- 
zen to employment at a_ living 
wage.” It would have seemed im- 
posible for any one to challenge this 
point of view. Yet his statement of 
an obvious principle seems to have 
lashed the president into a perféct 
frenzy. “The reason for the most 
menacing conditions in the world to- 
day,” said Mr. Hoover, “is the lack 
of confidence and faith.

million men which cannot be kept.” 

An effort to furnish such a num- 
ber of men with government work.

and twelve billion dollars. 

The only comment one can make 
on this latter statement is, “What 
of it?” If some one had told use 15 
years: ago that we wete unablé@ to 
win the war because it would cost 
between nine and twelve billions of 
dollars, ®the * speaker would have 
beén lynched. The war cost us first 
and last far more than that. We 
are facing a crisis quite as greai 
as that of the war. 

Our objective now is saving lives 
instead of destroying them. Is it 
possible then that the men and wom- 
en of this country will gauge the 
lives and welfare of its citizens in 
terms of dollars and cents? Our 
first objective is that of restoring 
employment in this country through 
a more adequate balance between 
consuming power and _ productive 
power. 

This is the objective which Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt advocates and which 
Mr. Hoover ridicules.

ment from Criminal Judge Dennis J. 
Ryan, who sentenced Downing at Cin- 
cinnati for the Williams’slaying, that 
“there is a question whether the gov- 
ernor had authority to recommend a 
pardon unless the defendant in a case 
of this kind is proven innocent.” 

The Cleveland Association for Crim- 
inal Justice, headed by Newton D. 
Baker, has been conducting a vigorous 
campaign against what it terms in- 
discriminate freeing of prisoners from 
the state penitentiary following the 
recent case of Francis “Mack” Bush, 
bank robber paroled last spring. 

Bush is awaiting trial in Cleve- 
land for the killing of Herbert Quin- 
lan, jeweler, in an attempted hold- 
up October 8. Bush’s accomplice, 
Norman Townsend, also a_ paroled 
convict, was shot to death in a gun 
fight with police. 

Governor White said he would have 
no statement to make until he con- 
sults his files. 

Daniel Bonzo, husband of the slain 
woman, himself helped Downing ob- 
tain a pardon, according to State 
Welfare Director John McSweeney. 
Downing often was given odd jobs at 
the Bonzo home. 

W. M. Outcalt, former assistant 
county prosecutor at Cincinnati, who 
prosecuted Downing for the killing 
of Mrs. Williams, wrote the governor 
he believed Downing had learned his 
lesson and that “his case seemed to 
merit sympathy.” 

Judge Dennis W. Ryan, of Cincin- 
nati, who sentenced Downing to life, 
said he had refused to recommend a 
parole and had challenged the gover- 
nor’s authority to grant a pardon un- 
der the circumstances of the case. 

Mrs. Bonzo was found beaten to 
death in the basement of her home 
last night. A card bearing Downing’s 
name was found in the home and the 
ex-convict was picked up at the home 
of Mrs. Rose Carlos, 35. 

He confessed the killing, but as- 
serted, “I don’t know why I did it,” 
police said. Officials said the only 
motive they could ascribe was that 
Downing was seized with an irresisti- 
ble impulse to kill.

He saw a “new orientation of the 
world attitude toward war.” and ac- 
ceptance of the basic idea that “war 
anywhere is of concern everywhere” in

Success of Great Britain, the United 
States and Jeran in reaching an 
agreement in the London naval treaty, 
he said, leads “to hope and encourage- 
ment for the success’ of the general 
disarmament conference at Geneva.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 26.— 
Mrs. Jessie K, Boyle's ‘last will an 
testament, naming her son, John 
Boyle, 36, socially prominent attor- 
ney, as the chief beneficiary, today 
was introduced in evidence in his 
trial on charges of matricide.

Promotion Methods Hit. 

“Several promoted in the group were 
from engineers or chief's chauffeur - 
captains, over the heads of eligibl 
lieutenants. None of those elect 
captains had received ratings of more 
than 80 per cent in the training sehool 
and one had not attended because of 
advanced age.

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TARGET OF CRITICISM 


for Medical Services Dis- 
approved. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(/)— 
Criticism of somé parts of the report 
of the White House. conference on 
child health and protection, sponsor- 
ed by President Hoover, was contain- 
ed in a report made public today by 
a committee of the American Public 
Health Association. 

The criticism deals particularly 
with supervision of school health work 
by local boards of education. The 
health association committee was ap- 
pointed to study the White House 
conference reports. 

‘We cannot agree,” says the com- 
mittee report, “with the emphasis 
placed (by the White House confer- 
ence) on education department direc- 
tion for all medical and nursing serv- 
ces in the schools... . 

“We believe the attempt by edu- 
cational authorities to assume respon- 
sibility for all reparative and cura- 
tive service would lead only to con- 
fusion and _ inefficiency under the 
present order in this country.” 

Suggestion by the White House con- 
ference that deaf children should be 
treated as part of the school service 
brought the comment that such a plan

OUR LOW HOME OWNERSHIP 
RANK. 


Figures announced by the United 
States Building and Home League 
reveal that in home ownership 
Georgia occupies the lowest rank 
of any state in the Union, there 
being only 29.8. per cent of owned 
homes in the state. We are like- 
wise in last position in the matter 
of building and loan funds, with 
$2.41 per capita. 


In Wisconsin home ownership 
reaches 61.8 per cent, while the 
average for the whole country is 
46.8 per cent. Many states have 
funds available for home. building 
running from $100 to $200 per 
capita. Most of these states do noi 
contain large negro populations, 
among which home ownership is 
rare, but even if Georgia should be 
compared with its colored popula- 
tion eliminated, it would still be far 
down the list. 

The state is itself largely respon- 
sible for the small percentage of 
owned homes within its borders. 
Not until a few years ago were laws 
properly regulating and controlling 
the operations of building and loan 
associations enacted. Other states, 
with such laws on their books for 
many years, thus had secured a long 
lead in the organization of these 
financial institutions whose object 
is the encouragement of home 
building and owning. 

While not as numerous as those 
in other states, the Georgia build- 
ing and loan associations are strong 
and active and are now taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered 
by the federal home loan bank to 
widen their scope of operations. 

These companies, handicapped 
during the past three years by in- 
sufficient surplus cash to permit 
the continuation of their encour- 
agement of home building, are now 
again in a position to aid those who 
want to take advantage of the pres- 
ent low prices of land, laber and 
materials to build homes which they 
will pay for over a period of years. 

The opening of the home loan 
bank presents a golden opportunity 
to secure a home for those who 
realize the folly of money thrown 
away on rents, and, better still, 
should go far towards removing 
Georgia from its unenviable posi- 
tion at the bottom of. the list of 
states in the matter ot home own- 
ership.

The idea has its merits. Mankind 
needs a rest. No question about that, 
We have gone too fast. I can’t imag- 
ine that man’s destiny is to hurry 
through life like a foolish rabbit, gulp 
down his food. drink a lot of ice water 
and ruin his stomach, his heart and 
his peace of mind. Our forefathers 
took it easy. We snicker about them 
and their ways. But believe me they 
were happier. They had leisure and 
valued it. Incidentally they produced 
some worthwhile things in art and in 
literature and in moral values which 
we can’t somehow duplicate. Nothing 
of value can be produced withvut 
leisure. 

We, with our hurry-up machines, 
have spoilt more than improved. We 
substituted for leisure a religion of 
wealth. Money, monéy, money was 
everything. Nu, and now that we 
have all this wealth, what now? 
We're up against a blank wall, we 
sit in a. cul de sac, no way out, 
except—except backward, of course. 
Back to the quiet reflected ways of 
our fathers. I do not mean that we 
need to revert to.a-sort of semi-bar- 
barism. Some scientific and especially 
hygienic improvements must be main- 
tained, of course. But the madness 
of piling up’ wealth must be ahan- 
doned. Circumstances will see to it 
that they are abandoned. 

A very learned savant made a 
curious statement recently. He said 
that the ancient Greeks were actually 
on the verge of modern progress, 
steam namely and machines and me- 
chanical devices, ete., etc. But the 
sages got together, talked it over and 
rejected the ideas, forbidding the in- 
ventors to perfect their inventions, ‘T 
would do'mankind no good in the end, 
they said. And so was done, until 
the Anglo-Saxon came into the world. 
But he wasn’t held back by the scru- 
ples of the Greeks. Our world situa- 
tion Is a result of that Anglo-Saxon 
restlessness.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 
_ BLITHE AND CAREFREE THE 
LIFE OF A TAPEWORM. 


The common tapeworm is the beef 
tapewornt, called Tenia saginata. This 
parasite seldom causes serious trou- 
ble in the human host, though in 
some instances digestive disturbance 
and simple anemia may occur.’ The 
life cycle of the tapeworm is passed 
as follows: The larva is present in 


the meat in little spots no larger than 
a raisin seed. Such spots are called 
“measles,” or cysticerci, or bladder 
worms or hydatids—all meaning the 
same thing, a watery vescicle. Ex- 
amined under maguification the “blad- 
der worm” appears tobe the head 
(not larger than the head of a pin) 
and neck of the tapeworm with a 
little watery sac attached. 

The “measly” meat is eaten raw or 
underdone (thorough cooking of the 
meat would kill the larvae) and in 
the stomach or intestine of man the 
larva develops into the adult tape- 
worm. - The head is equipped with, no 
hooks such as some other tapeworms 
have and hence it is not difficult to 
expel the worm. The worm grows in 
links or segments, very small at the 
head end, increasing in size until 
they become flat oblong yellowish 
links as large as a pumpkin seed. The 
entire tapeworm may reach a length 
of many feet. Pieces consisting of 
one or several links or segments are 
occasionally discharged, The _ find- 
ing of these unmistakable segments 


or the finding of the tapeworm eggs; 


by microscopical examination is the 
only positive evidence that an ia- 
dividual has a tapeworm. 

Contrary to popular belief a tape- 
worm does not rob its human host of 
any appreciable amount of nourish- 
ment, nor does emaciation or weak- 
ness of the host indicate that he has 
tapeworm, Indeed, most persons who 
are found harboring tapeworm are 
too well nourished. Voracious appe- 
tite is, of course, not at all suggestive 
of the presence of such a tapeworm. 

The eggs of the tapeworm dis- 
charged from the intestine of the 
host contaminate the ground or per- 
haps the feed or pasturage of cattle. 
or possibly their water supply. The 
miscroscopic eggs are ingested by the 
cattle, develop into larvae in the 
stomach of the animal and penetrate 
the stomach walls and lodge in the 
muscles, also in the liver, heart and 
brains. Their presence seems to give 
the bovine host no trouble as a rule. 

No treatment for tapeworm infesta- 
tion is advisable or even safe without 
the personal supervision of your physi- 
cian, 

Such “measly” meat may occasion- 
ally pass the regular government in- 
spection in the great packing houses, 
and prohably not infrequently gets 
into the market in communities where 
locally produced beef is sold directly 
to the retailer and the public without 
official inspection. However. it is a 
minor matter. provided one makes it 
a rule to avoid eating underdone or 
rare beef unless there is adequate as- 
surance that the meat is free from | 
bladder worms. 

Beef kept in ecokl storage or in 
pickle for 21 days may be considered 
safe in any case, as bladder worms or 
eysticerci die within that time.

W. A. Clarke, Harry T. Bledsoe and 
Homer A. Davie. members of the 
executive council of the _ society, 
against the college. 

After hearing that dental colleges 
‘throughout the United States operate 
clinics and make charges similar to 
those proposed by the Atlanta-South- 
ern Dental College to meet expenses 
of the clinic, Judge Howard an- 
nounced that he would dissolve the 
temporary restraining order and deny 
the ‘permanent injunction sought. The 
formal order will be taken th’s. morn- 
ing. 

The case will be appealed and stu- 
persedeas to hoid up the’ charter 
amendment petition will he asked, 
counsel for the plaintiffs said. Opera- 
tion of the dental college will proceed 
as it has in the past, however, pending 
final determination of the suit, it was 
explained.

GRAND JURY 1S TOLD 


Judge Pittman Also Urges 
Tax Equality for Common 
Carriers. 


<dbeuntmeeng 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Oct, 26.— 
It is the ye of grand juries and 
officers to enforce the laws and not 
to decide whether they are wise or 
unwise, Judge Claude C. Pittman. of 
the Cherokee circuit, told the Bar- 
tow county grand.jury when superior 
court convened here this week. After 
referring to the attacks on the federal 
prohibition amendment by both major 
political parties, Judge Pittman drew 
attention to the fact that the state 
07 pg a law is not under fire and 
said: 

“We are concerned under our.oaths 
in the enforcement of our state laws 
and should respect them and enforce 
them so long as they are the laws of 
this state.” 

Judge Pittman’s charge said, 
part: 

“As courts and as officers, we are 
not called upon to decide whether 
Jaws are wise or unwise. That is a 
function of the legislature of this 
state, and congress of this nation. 
It ig our duty, however, to acquaint 
the officers and the people with the 
laws touching such matters, in order 
that those entitled to the benefits of 
the same may be acquainted with their 
rights under the laws. 

“Our traffic laws need to be rigidly 
enforced, that the lives and property 
of the people may be protected upon 
the highways of the state. The grand 
jury of another eounty of this state 
recently said, “The railroads of the 
state pay to the various government 
authorities in the state some $4,000,- 
000 annually. ‘This tax is, in a large 
part, based on the value of their 
roperty within the state of Georgia. 
‘he highway carriers competing with 
the railroads pay to the state gov- 
ernments less than one-fourth of $1,- 
000,000—very little of it being on a 
valuation of property basis, as these 
competing highway carriers own very 
little property in the state.’ 

“Equality in the tax burdens of 
these two common carriers must be 
provided by the legislature of this 
state if the railroads and the laborers 
upon the railroads of this state are 
to be protected in their rights to exist. 
There is little you can do about this 
matter except create a public senti- 
ment to see that justice is done, and 
enactment of proper laws and in the 
enforcement of same. 

“The eighteenth amendment of our 
federal constitution is being attacked 
by our two great political parties. 
The Volstead act is also being attack- 
ed. It is the duty of the federal 
courts to enforce the national prohibi- 
tion laws. 

“The state premisition laws are not 
being attacked at this time. We are 
concerned under our oaths in the en- 
forcement of the state laws, and 
should respect them.and enforce them 
so.long as they are the laws of this 
state. 

“We do not punish a sufficient num- 
ber of those persons taking human 
life in Bartow county. This fact is 
attributable to the sentiment of our 
people being favorable to the living. 
rather than to the law-and the dead. 
It is also attributable to the unjust 
laws passed favoring defendants in the 
selecting of jurors, amd in the trials 
of cases. These inequalities should 
“ Lg any by the legislature of this 
state.

College Band Instruments, 
Investigation Discloses 


'. ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 26.—In this tour around the Southern 
| conference on an inspection of the purity and eligibility of the 
» ™members of various college bands, it is a pleasure to report 
| that the Georgia band is a simon-pure band. 
Mr. H. J. Stegeman, the dean of men, has certified - 
each and every member of the band. There were a couple 
of immature notes from one of the piccolo players as 
we passed by the band practice this afternoon and one of 
the cornet players did not sound as if he had a high 
school diploma. 


“That makes it a little embarrassing but I assure you,’’ said 
the dean of men, “‘that we are not playing high school students 
‘im our band. I understand that there is some doubt about the 
bands at other schools, but we are playing nothing but students 
In our band.” 


This was sustained when an examination of the 
records showed that the suspected players were bona 
fide students taking 16 hours work each and making a 
passing grade in at least 12 of these hours. 

This investigation on the part of this office was deemed 
necessary because it was discovered that at a near-by univer- 
Sity one of the members of the band had a brother who was 
still in high school. But the brother was awfully good with 
the trombone. So he was inserted in the lineup on Saturday 
afternoons, blowing histrombone for dear old Alma Mater. This 
may not be true but the “ringer” report persists. 


And at Columbia University it was discovered that 
three members of the band were not students. This 
practice of playing non-students in the band seems to be 
growing and it is a very sinister growth indeed. 


| “I feel that something should be done about this,’ said 
‘Mr. H. J. Stegeman. “I understand that there are certain mem- 
bers of- other bands who played more than three times a week 
_ with orchestras last summer. | have an affidavit from a man 
| In New Orleans who said that when his sister went to Europe 

last summer she recognized three boys, all members of a South- 

ern conference college band, who played four nights a week 
 * €Oing over and six nights a week coming back. Georgia is not 

going to protest these men, but we do feel that their own uni- 
versities should take up the matter and act on it.” 


MORE AFFIDAVITS. 

There was a man in Atlanta last week with four affidavits, 
including photostatic copies of checks paid, who was willing to 
part with them for a small sum of money. They proved that 

certain members of a certain college band had plaved for money 

on a dance orchestra last summer known as ‘‘The Nine Jazz 
Hounds.’”’ And this fall they are parading in the uniforms of a 
well-known university band. 


Coach W. A. Alexander, of Georgia Tech, refused 

to take the affidavits. ‘I recognize,” he said, “that 
these boys will no doubt take the field against our band 
before the season is over. They will probably out- 
number our clarinet section. It is reprehensible practice 
but I will protest no band man. Unless, of course, he 
plays a banjo. I will countenance no banjo players.” (It 
seems that Coach Alexander does not care for banjo 
players. ) 

The Tech band has been found to be a simon-pure organi- 
zation also. For a time there were some jealous alumni of 
another institution who claimed that the Tech stilt walker was 
upon stilts so that he could not be recognized. This was proved 
to be made up out of the whole cloth, as the stilt walker is a 
student and an amateur stilt walker, although he does it very 
“ge gee “The charges are too stilted to be taken seriously,” 

é said.

MORE RULES NEEDED. 


All this goes to show just how loosely the rules are made 
and enforced. There are any number of bandmasters who 
must know that some of their drummers and fife players have 
been playing more than three times a week during the summer. 

More rules are needed. And in the interest of good 
sportsmanship, this reporter calls on the Southern con- 
ference to draw up a set of rules which will make for 
better hands and which will make impossible the playing 

of ringers in bands. We want good bands and we want 

them bad, so to speak. 


Mr. H. J. Stegeman, who is a member of the football rules 
committee, and Coach W. A. Alexander, former president of 
the coaches’ association, have been named to serve as a com- 
mittee of two to draw up the rules. 


“T want to make them as lenient as possible and at

The exotic Vanderbilt shift, which 
makes “leaping Lenas” of tackles and 
adagio dancers of ends, was depicted 
once more before the blinking eyes 
of the Tech varsity by a hard-work- 
ing freshman crew yesterday, with the 
result that toward the end of prac- 
tice a player who was offsides actual- 
ly became conspicuous. 


The first day of weird device of 
Messrs. McGugin, Cody and Cohen 
was enacted at Grant field, everybody 
was offsides, it seemed.

It is only natural that 
this Vanderbilt concoction will catch 
someone lunging, however. 

The first Tech team had pretty 
good luck with the shift on which 
both line and backfield moves out. 
They stopped the plays pretty well. 
Coach Alex changed players often so 
that all could have a look. With the 
new men in, the frosh and Grey Devils 
made some short gains, but none so 
alarming as those of Tuesday, the 
day of its inception. 

Captain Robinson, the Tech end 
coach, is of the -opinion that the 
shift will not give the ends much 
trouble, They are out where they can 
see the whole functioning. . 

“It is the tackles who will have 
the most trouble,” says Robby. “They 
cannot see the ball as well.’ “The 
tackles have a lot to watch, since 
the line also shifts their way, the 
guard moving over. 

The important thing is keeping the 
eye on the ball, the players have 
learned. Another parody on the old 
Revolutionary slogan of not firing 
until the whites of the eyes are seen.

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LITTLE SIGNS 
NEW CONTRACT 
AT COLUMBIA 


“Vote of Confidence” 
Given Coach as Inves- 
tigation Starts.

Associated Press Sports Writer. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—(#)—Simul- 
taneous with the start today of a 
special investigation of professional- 
ism charges, Columbia authorities 
signed Lou Little, head football coach, 
to a new three-year contract, although 
official confirmation will be withheld 
until the end of the season. 

This “vote of confidence” gesture 
toward the big leader who has re- 
vivified Columbia football leaked out 
as the committee, appointed by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, belatedly 
sought to run down charges published 
in the college paper last year, and 
revived this fall, that football men 
were favored in the allocation of jobs 
and alumni scholarships as well as 
by the faculty in the classroom.

| Inferential Forcing Bids. 


Although the Approach-Forcing 
System has only five absolutely Fore- 
ing situatipns wherein it is taboo for 
partner to pass, there are many oth- 
er situations which one runs across in 
bidding Contract hands, which, al- 
though they are not technically Fore- 
ing, should be taken as such. Al- 


though these bids, which I will point 
‘out, do not come under the heading 


of any of the Forcing situations, such 
as the Jump Takeout or the Open- 
ing two-bid, they are bids which, by 
their very nature, give partner the in- 
ference that another bid is wanted 
from him in response—even without 
extra values. 


Let us take the following bid: 

Partner You 

1 diamond 1 notrump 

2 hearts 

What does your partner tell you? 
In effect, he is saying: 

“I have five diamonds and four 
hearts. I don’t want to play the

bid say? Probably that there is a 
Slam in the hand if you have any- 
thing more than an absolute bare 
minimum to justéfy your bids. He 
has something in the heart suit, and 
he wants you either to bid your hearts 
a third time, support notrump if your 
hand is fairly balanced, or show a 
weak four-card suit now if you have 
one. ‘He probably has the honor 
strength to carry the hand into the 
Slam zone, but is asking for more 
information so he can determine the 
best bid. 

There is one more type of bid, 
which, although it does not go in 
the absolutely Forcing class, should 
not be allowed to drop under game. 
You open the bidding with one dia- 
mond; your partner bids three spades. 
It is true that he is denying the 
honor strength necessary to make a 
Forcing bid. However, he is affirm- 
ing the possession of sufficient play- 
ing eanasn to make a game in spades 
if your Opening hid is more than a 
minimum. This bid is in the nature 
of a semi-shut-out but is. not meant 
to shut you out. You should, at 
least, bid three notrump, and your 
partaer will peenesy bid four spades. 

Be liberal. Give your partner 
chances if he seems to be asking for 
them. Remembér that any time he 
seems to be begging for a bid from 
you in spite of your obvious weak- 
ness, his hand is probably strong 
enough to stand it or he would not 
create this situation. He is merely 
asking you for assistance in finding 
the right game contract, and he will 
not take your responses to his in- 
ferential Forcing bids as denoting 
great strength.
